Details of the Shooting Incident 

FBI SAs and Task Force Officers (TFOs) from the Little 
Rock and Indianapolis Divisions were conducting an investigation 
involving the production and distribution of child pornography by 
an unknown subject. The three Indianapolis Division TFOs 
consisted of detectives from the Kokomo and Brownsburg, Indiana, 
Police Departments who were assigned to an Internet Crimes 
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Against Children (ICAC) Task Force sponsored by the United States 
Attorney in the Southern District of Indiana.

themselves. Fountain invited them inside his residence, closed 
the door, and. invited them to sit at a kitchen table. As they 
sat down, Fountain was asked if he had any weapons in the house 
at which time he removed a pocket knife from his front pocket and 
placed it on the table. He also told them there was a ".45" in 
the top drawer of his dresser and a ".22" in the bedroom across 
from the bathroom. At that time Detective | | entered the 
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residence and remain ed standing near the door. SA | | and 

Detective l 1 inf ormed Fountain they wanted to talk about 

some strange internet activity in the neighborhood. During the 
interview, Fountain made statements consistent with the 
information the unknown subject had posted on the Internet. 

At one point during the interview, Fountain attempted 
to move to his back bedroom to show law e nforcement officers the 
location of his computer. TFO I I asked Founta in to retu rn 

to the kitchen table. At approx imately 1:22 p .m.. SA I I 

stepped outside to contact AUSA I I to inform him of 

the i n fo rmat i on obtained from Fountain.

I I i n pursuit . Fountain slammed the bedroom door behind 

him with SA I Hp ursuina and giving verbal commands for him 

to stop. SA l I opened and entered the bedroom door as 

Fountain was removing a handgun from a night stand drawer. After 
repeating verbal commands for Fountain to put his hands up, and 
while Fou ntain was turning toward him with the firearm in his 
hands, SA l I fired two rounds striking Fountain in the rear 

center torso. Fountain immediately fell to the floor. 

TFO | entered the bedroom just prior to the 

shooting and upon hearing the commotion from the outside, FBI SA s 
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| and | n as well as Arkansas State Police SA I I entered 
the residence arriving in the bedroom immediately after the 
shooting. Law enforcement personnel continued to give verbal 
commands for Fountain to sto p moving to which he verbally 
re sponded and complied.

SA | | handcuffed him. TFO | | removed a .45 caliber 

Patriot, semiautomatic handgun and two loaded magazines from the 
sub j ect . 

Emergency medical assistance was .requ ested The EMTs 
treated the subject at the scene and advised SA I I the subject 
was not going to survive. Fountain was transported to the South 
Mississippi County (SMC) Regional Medical Center in Osceola and 
airlifted to the SMC Regional Medical Center in Memphis, 
Tennessee, where he was pronounced dead.

Attorney, Second Judicial District of Arkajis^s— advised his 
office reviewed the case and concluded Sa I I was justified 

in using deadly force and that no further review of this matter 
was necessary.

Instruction #1: That SAC, Indianapolis and SAC,- Little 

Rock ensure personnel are directed to wear body armor throughout 
the course of search/arrest operations. 

OBSERVATION #2 : 

The three TFOs participating in the operations were 
members of the ICAC Task Force in the Indianapolis Division's 
Area of Responsibility. They were incorporated in the operations 
order for the execution of the search warrant under the 
supervision of an FBI SSRA. Unknown to both the Indianapolis and 
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Little Rock Divisions, the ICAC TFOs were not deputized, and 
therefore did not have Federal Law Enforcement Officer status. A 
Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) was not in place between the 
Indianapolis Division and the ICAC Task Force. 

Recommendation #2a: That SAC, Indianapolis ensure an 

MOU is established between the Indianapolis Division and the ICAC
